If income from Investments is 
to be limited to $25,000 annually, 
there will not be sufficient invest­ 
ment to sustain a capitalistic demo­ 
cratic system.

Financial stag­ 
nation will ensue. 
Money will not tie ventured in 
new enterprises, to furnish new em­

working conditions Existing enter­ 
prises will be limited in their growth

Now’, all these large incomes from 
Investment* or salaries are taxed 
profitably for the people as a whole 
Tile tax on $100,000 earned is $65- 
140 (larger from investments* 
On 
$200,000, it I* $151 000. 
As long as we keep these large 
Income people working fully they 
no* rniiv furnish employment capi­ 
tal 
investment sources, and con­ 


tribute directly to the economies of 
the nation, but we 
take three- 
fourths of what they earn or more 
away from them in taxes. 
Ain man now earning $200,000 is 
working eight months a year for the 
country —the people as a whole— and 
only four months tor himself. W hat 
the administration proposes is that 
he shall stop working the eight 
months for the nation 
and work 
only the lour months tor himself. 
This is bad enough in wnr times.

Communist* Only Gainers 


The only ones who could possibly 
gain from it are the Communists 
who want our system to fail. Labor 
arid the CIO would suffer, and no 
roubt Mrs. Roosevelt would suffer 
►and the chanties she sustains, as 
weld. 
Apparently, both the CIO and 
Mrs. Roosevelt look at it only from 
the standpoint of the person who is 
getting the big money. 
Tire only 
way in which the question should 
be viewed is from the standpoint 
of the people as a whole. 
From that standpoint, the oppo­ 
site policy 
is 
demanded—higher 
and higher incomes for everyone to 
keep everyone producing fully, lar­ 
ger investments to inspire new en­ 
terprise and new employment and 
better working conditions, and ter­ 
rific taxation of them to keep the 
Democratic way of life going. 
That is the only way we can sur­ 
vive this war.

aries for instance, were placed in 
England tile British business exe­ 
cutive would have far more left 
after paying taxes than anybody in 
the United States would have. 


Til us. life Insurance premiums are 
allowed as a full-rate tax deduction 
from gross income before taxes for 
all persons who earn more than 
$8000 a year. The total allowance 
cannot exceed 
one-sixth 
of 
the 
policy-holder's total Income from all 
sources. Under the recent executive 
order limiting incomes to $25 000 no 
deductions of any kind are allowed 
on a $67,000 salary so as to bring the 
final amount remaining to $25,000. 


Insurance Not Peductable 


Insurance premiums are not al­ 
lowed as a deduction in the United 
States—against gross Income—not 
even term insurance, which carries 
no cash or borrowing value and is 
taken out solely for protection 
rn 
many Instance*, by persons who 
have no estate but wish to protect 
their families against their sudden 
death. 


Also in Britain all foreign income 
taxes and local taxes are deductible, 
so that when a man earns $67 000, 
for instance, he can reduce that 
sum considerably by the allowable 
deductions, In America, no deduct­ 
ions from gross Income for state 
taxes are allowed In complying with 
the recent executive order limiting 
net salaries to $25,000 a year. 


It is true that Insurance prem­ 
iums are being given some credit 
a* ail offset in the United State.* 
against the Victory tax which starts 
in 1943, but in figuring the $25,000 
ceiling, no credit is given for any 
insurance deductions as against the 
total gross income. 


In America, because of the taxes 
of the several states, the taxpayer 
who has had his salary limited to 
a gross of $67,000 by the recent 
executive order doesn't have $25,000 
left but a very much diminished 
amount, because he still ha* to par 
his state and city taxe* out of Ina 
$25 OOO. 


Taxation Preferred 


Mrs. Roosevelt unfortunately was 
away when the executive order was 
issued. Judging bv her comments 
when she came back, siie would 
have preferred to bring about tile 
reduction in big salaries by means 
of taxation. She evidently is under 
tile impression th at the salary ceil­ 
ing was accomplished by law or bv 
the tax method, for she says she 
was surprised to find that income 
from investment was not covered by 
the recent limitation on salaries and 
she added: "But I was assured we 
would tax that, too,” 


Mrs. Roosevelt apparently expect­ 
ed the Congress to do the limiting. 
She is credited with having origin­ 
ated tile whole idea, though Hie 
CIO Is claiming credit for it al.*c, 
and the reports generally circulat­ 
ing around Washington are th at 
the president was afraid to put into 
effect a freezing order on wage* 
unless he accompanied it with tit® 
salary limitation demanded of hun 
him by Hie CIO. 


It will be recalled that Congress 
specifically 
refused 
to grant 
the 
presidents proposal for a $25,000 
limitation of salaries but that tile 
executive went ahead later anyhow, 
claiming that lie had the power 
under the anti-inflation law. Just 
how a reduction in pre-war salaries 
of America’s most successful execu­ 
tives is a step to prevent inflation 
is difficult to understand, and it Is 
quite possible that the inflation law 
was merely an excuse for an action 
that was taken for political reason* 
—namely, to placate labor. 


Value of General* 


Not long ago James F Byrnes, 
director of economic stabilization, 
said that only 3.000 persons were 
affected but th at judging by the 
fury raised it seemed as if 3.000.000 
were affected. If the government 
suddenly 
cut bv 
two-thirds 
the 
salaries of all generals In the army 
so a.* to level them off to a point 
nearer the scale of enlisted men, 
there might not be more than 500 
persons affected.

America’s 
managers 
of 
war 
production plants 
aren t 
as 
important as generals in the Acid. 
but judging bv the way America s 
management class la working flaw 
and night to get planes, ships and 
munitions into the hands of our 
men quickly, they might possibly he 
regarded as worth some considera­ 
tion 
by their government 
They 
certainly will deserve distinguished 
service medals when the war is over, 
for they will have done their jobs 
despite one of the mast unfair ex­ 
amples of arbitrary authority f <*r 
recorded lr, the relation of tile ex* 
ecutive branch of our government 
to ii.* citizens.

ers whose chief opportunity for rec­ 
reation Is in the early morning 
hours Instead of the early evening 
hours. Is this healthy? Is this kind 
of recreation better than none at 
all? 
I should say that this kind of 


recreation La better than none at 
all. but I certainly do not regard 
it as ideal recreation. 
I believe 


that it would be better for these 
workers to get home and sleep In 
the early morning hours after they 
have finished work and go to a 
movie or. do their shopping in the 
early afternoon before they go to 
work.
